Quarrel Arose Over One Dollar in Gambling 
Fete in Bottom Near Millican-Blade of Pock­ 
et-Knife Broke Off in Turner’s Body Re­ 
covered at Evidence Whitfield Caught. 


Will Turner is dead and 
Will Whitfield is in the 
Brazos county jail at Bryan as a result of a fitfht between 
the two, at a negro festival on the Truett Plantation in the 
Brazos Bottom near Millican Sunday morning. 
The two 
negroes were in a gambling row in the house whore the 
festival was being held, and about 2 o'clock Sunday morn­ 
ing, in a dispute over a dollar, they clinched and were put 
out of the house by some other negroes. 
Continuing their 
quarrel the two negroes went into a little out house near 
by and ended their dispute forever. 
Will Whitfield plung­ 
ed a knife into the breast of Will Turner, breaking the 
long blade off in his body. 
Turner died immediately, and 
W hitfield made his escape into the darkness. Sheriff Jess 
Conlee in Bryan was notified of the tragedy and left im­ 
mediately for the scene. 
The murderer, W hitfield, was 
caught early Sunday morning at Yarborough, near Nava­ 
sota, and brought back to Bryan and lodged in Jail. 
Last 
night Sheriff Conlee and Dr. C. A. Searcy went to the 
dead negro’s home and removed from his body the piece 
of knife blade as evidence.

race that ours was

Ha 
gave credit to the Negro for their 
aid in helping to put over the pro­ 
hibition election 
and 
called at­ 
tention to the fact that since that 
time prosperity may be

Then came the ques­ 
tion; 
“ Why the bootlegger?" 
He 
should not be countenanced in our 
m idst 
With great force he then 
gave utterance to an old adage— 
that ignorance is a curse to any 
race. 
Commenting upon this truth 
he said that since 
ignorance was 
the cause of all the bad that the 
Negro does, then why not give him 
more light. 
He said if it were left 
to him he would have all the old 
Negroes able to 
write 
and read 
the Bible". 
He said that the 
white people 
realixed the need of 
the colored 
people, and when the money was 
available the 
crowded 
condition 
in the colored school would be re­ 
lieved by enlargem ent of both the 
building and

Hit rela­ 
tives were summoned and the body 
removed to the undertaking par­ 
lors. 
Shanklin was a negro of 
about 50 years of age and had 
been employed at The Eagle office 
fo r about two years. 
He was a 
faithful and loyal worker, and The 
Eagle management had no com­ 
plaint to make of his work at the 
office. 
He had been complaining 
of not feeling well for the past 
two or three weeks, but evidently 
did not think that it was serious. 
He had called on the doctor who 
was summoned when he died, and 
the doctor* had given advice and 
told him to come 
back 
again. 
Shanklin had stated thia morning 
that he was feeling better than 
he had in a long time.

Summer Rash of Babies. 
With the coming 
on of 
hot 
weather, the need of special care 
for the baby is emphasised. 
It is 
not an uncommon sight these warm 
days to see babies practically cov 
ered with prickly heat. 
This is 
due to the heat of summer, or too 
much clothing. Prickly heat mani­ 
fests itself in a fine 
red rash 
which comes when the little one 
is overheated and fades away un 
der cooler conditions. 
The rash is 
usually found on the head, neck, 
around the shoulders, 
arms and 
buttocks. 
If parents are in doubt 
as to whether it is a heat rash, or 
not, it is advisable to consult 
physician. 
A “soda bath’’ is fre­ 
quently beneficial. 
A tablespoon 
of ordinary baking soda is added 
to each half gallon of water used 
the temperature of the water be­ 
ing that to which the child is ac­ 
customed. From two to four min­ 
utes in the water suffices. 
Little 
or no friction should be used in 
drying. Sometimes, after the bath, 
dusting powder containing bo­ 
ric acid, is used successfully.

Flies And Infantile Diarrhea. 
Some forms of infantile diarrhea 
and other diseases, are caused by 
germs which may be carried about 
by flies. 
It is therefore of great 
importance to the health and life 
of every baby not only to kesp 
the flies away from him, but also 
to keep them away from his food, 
bottles and utensils 
To accom­ 
plish this, all doors and windows 
should be screened. 
When 
the 
baby is taken 
out of doors he 
should 
be 
protected, 
especially 
while asleep, by a screen of some

sort. 
A number of mothers are 
using mosquito netting, which af 
fords a good protection while the 
baby sleeps.

Is Your Child’s Birth Rocordod? 
The State law requires that the 
baby’s birth be reported by the 
physician, nurse, attendant, or par­ 
ent to the health officer or coun­ 
ty clerk, who, in turn, reports it 
to the State Board of Health at 
Austin. 
If you are not certain 
that this has been done for your 
child, inquire at the Court House 
or write to the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics, of the State Board of 
Health. 
If they have no record, 
they will give or send you a blank, 
or you may obtain these from the 
County Health Nurse, and record 
the child’s birth yourself. 
It is 
not too late to have the child’s 
birth registered, even though he is 
fifteen or more years of age, for 
it may be very important for him 
in the years to come. 
It is impor­ 
tant that your child’s birth be reg­ 
istered for the following reasons: 
I. To prove his age and citizen­ 
ship; 2. To prove his right to go 
to school; 3. To prove his right to 
go to work; 4. To prove his right 
to an inheritance; 5. To prove his 
right to marry; 6. To prove his 
right to hold office; 7. To prove 
his right to secure passports for 
foreign travel; 
8. To prove his 
mother’s right to a widow’s pen­ 
sion.
